Ryan, GOP take aim at Dem spending plans

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

House Republicans re¬ 
doubled their efforts to roll 
back signature accom¬ 
plishments of President 
Barack Obama on Tues¬ 
day, offering a slashing 
budget plan that would 
repeal new health care 
subsidies and cut spending 
across a wide swath of pro¬ 
grams dear to Obama and 
his Democratic allies. 

The GOP plan was immedi¬ 
ately rejected by the White 
House as an approach 
that “just doesn’t add up” 
and would harm Ameri¬ 
ca’s middle class. Obama 
has rebuffed similar plans 
two years in a row and ran 


strongly against the ideas 
when winning re-election 
last year — when its chief 
author. Budget Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Paul Ryan, 
R-Wis., was on the Repub¬ 
lican ticket. 

Ryan's budget illustrates 
the stark differences in the 
visions of tea party-backed 
Republicans and Obama 
and his Democratic allies 
about the size and role of 
government — with no ob¬ 
vious avenues for compro¬ 
mise. Senate Democrats 
are responding with a 
milder plan that would re¬ 
peal automatic spending 
cuts that began to take ef¬ 
fect earlier this month while 
offering $100 billion in new 
spending for infrastruc¬ 


ture and job training. The 
Democratic counter won’t 
be officially unveiled until 
Wednesday, but its rough 
outlines were described by 
aides. They spoke only on 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause they weren’t autho¬ 
rized to describe it publicly. 
That plan by Senate Budget 
Committee Chairman Pat¬ 
ty Murray, D-Wash„ would 
raise taxes by almost $1 
trillion over a decade and 
cut spending by almost $1 
trillion over the same pe¬ 
riod. But more half of the 
combined deficit savings 
would be used to repeal 
the automatic, across-the- 
board spending cuts that 
began to hit the economy 
earlier this month and are 


slated to continue through 
the decade. 

All this was in the works 
as Obama trekked to 
the Capitol to join Sen¬ 
ate Democrats for their 
weekly closed-door policy 
luncheon as part of his 
bipartisan outreach ef¬ 
forts to lawmakers in both 
House and Senate on the 
budget. Obama is press¬ 
ing for a “grand bargain” 
that would attract more 
moderate elements from 
both parties — even as this 
week’s competing budget 
presentations are tailored 
to appeal strictly along 
party lines.

on Tuesday after the for¬ 
mer graduate student's 
defense team said he was 
not ready to enter one. 

If Holmes is convicted, 
he could be executed or 
spend the rest of his life 
in prison. Judge William 
Sylvester said Holmes can 
change his plea to not 
guilty by reason of insanity 
later, if he chooses. 

Such a change could 
be the only way Holmes 
could avoid life in prison 
or execution. 

Holmes, 25, is charged 
with 166 counts, mostly 
murder and attempted 
murder, in the July 20 at¬ 
tack on moviegoers at a 
midnight showing of “The 
Dark Knight Rises” in the 
Denver suburb of Aurora 
that killed 12 people and 
injured 70.

STANLEY, Falkland Islands 
(AP) — Falkland Islanders 
are celebrating their refer¬ 
endum showing that 99.8 
percent want the area to 
remain a British Overseas 
Territory. 

Legislative Assembly Mem¬ 
ber Gavin Short said Tues¬ 
day that he hopes it sends 
a message to Argentine 
President Cristina Fernan¬ 
dez: “We have absolutely 
no desire to be ruled by 
the government in Buenos 
Aires. I hope that you now 
might respect that.” 

Not likely: Argentina’s am¬ 
bassador to London, Alicia 
Castro, said Tuesday that 
the vote was organized 
by and for the British just to 
claim the islands for Britain. 
And she said the wishes of 
a few hundred islanders 
are no match for “millions 
and millions and millions” 
of people who recognize 
Argentine sovereignty over 
the islands they claim as 
the Malvinas. 

Castro spoke in a radio 
interview in Buenos Aires 


while the Falkland lawmak¬ 
ers spoke in Stanley. 

In Washington, the admin¬ 
istration of U.S. President 
Barack Obama signaled 
that the vote would not 


change U.S. policy, which 
is to remain neutral in the 
territorial dispute between 
Buenos Aires and London. 
“The residents have clearly 
expressed their preference 


for a continued relation¬ 
ship with the United King¬ 
dom,” State Department 
spokeswoman Victoria Nu- 
land said. “That said, we 
obviously recognize there 


are competing claims. 
Our formal position has not 
changed. We recognize 
the de facto U.K. admin¬ 
istration of the islands, but 
we take no position on sov¬ 
ereignty claims.” 

Nuland added that it is im¬ 
portant for Britain and Ar¬ 
gentina to constructively 
seek a resolution to their 
dispute. 

Argentina has been insist¬ 
ing on such talks for years, 
and Britain has said it is 
willing, but only if the is¬ 
landers have a seat at the 
table. And that’s a deal- 
breaker for the Fernandez 
government. “It's not that 
we don’t understand the 
islanders in their desire to 
ratify their identity: They’re 
British and British law rec¬ 
ognizes them as such. Ar¬ 
gentina has no intention 
of changing their identity 
or their way of life, but the 
territory they inhabit isn’t 
theirs. There is a right they 
do not have, which is to de¬ 
cide the destiny of our terri¬ 
tory, or resolve this question 
of sovereignty," Castro told 
Radio Millenium. □ 


Snow ties up European planes, trains, roads

PARIS (AP) — Frankfurt’s air¬ 
port closed, trains stopped 
running under the English 
Channel, and the French 
army was ordered to help 
clear roads — all because 
of a sudden dump of odd¬ 
ly late snowfall on Western 
Europe. 

Less prepared for the kind 
of heavy snow that regu¬ 
larly hits northern and east¬ 
ern neighbors, France, 
Germany, Britain and Bel¬ 
gium struggled Tuesday 
to keep moving amid the 
frosty, blustery conditions. 
Instead of enjoying the 
onset of spring, travelers 
shivered in stranded cars, 
packed onto icy train 
platforms, or languished in 
airport waiting halls. Thou¬ 
sands of schoolchildren 
stayed home. Tens of thou¬ 
sands of homes were with¬ 
out electricity. 

Frankfurt airport, Europe’s 
third busiest, closed at mid¬ 
day after recording about 
12 centimeters (5 inches) 


of snow. More than 355 
flights had been canceled 
by mid-afternoon. 

The airport reopened one 
of its four runways only for 
takeoffs after a brief re¬ 
spite in the snowfall — but 


after more than 100 cars 
and trucks crashed in a 
pileup near Muenzenberg. 
Police said dozens of peo¬ 
ple were injured but that 
no deaths were reported. 
At Paris’ Orly Airport, a Tuni- 


lays at an airport that has 
suffered cancellations and 
problems all day. 

Air France — the country’s 
largest passenger airline 
— warned via Twitter that 
anyone planning to travel 
to Europe or France via 
Paris on Tuesday should 
delay their trip. 

Airport screens flashed 
with red warnings after the 
French civil aviation au¬ 
thority ordered about 300 
flights — a quarter of the 
day’s total — canceled 
out of Paris’ Charles de 
Gaulle Airport. Other air¬ 
ports in northern France 
were closed, and Brussels’ 
airport was operating on a 
single runway. 

Service on the Eurostar 
trains that go under the 
English Channel was sus¬ 
pended mid-morning be¬ 
cause severe weather in 
northern France and Bel¬ 
gium forced operators to 
close sections of the rail¬ 
way, said Eurostar spokes¬ 
woman Lucy Drake. As the 
snow continued to fall in 


the afternoon, service was 
suspended for the rest of 
the day, Eurostar later con¬ 
firmed on its website. Other 
high-speed train services 
around the region were 
also halted. 

The French army was 
called in to help as civil¬ 
ian authorities struggled 
to clear roads and rescue 
people stuck in cars and 
buses on snowed-in roads, 
notably in Normandy, 
Prime Minister Jean-Marc 
Ayrault said on RTL radio. 
With up to 50 centimeters 
(19 inches) of snow in some 
areas of northern France, 
the government urged 
people to stay home un¬ 
less absolutely necessary. 
The French housing minis¬ 
try, meanwhile, said it will 
prolong until the end of 
March the winter-long ban 
on tenant evictions — ow¬ 
ing to the biting weather 
conditions. Office buildings 
in the French capital — like 
those in Brussels, the Eu¬ 
ropean Union's capital — 
were only partly fullO

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Black smoke from the chapel

VATICAN CITY (AP) — 

Black smoke poured from 
the Sistine Chapel chimney 
on Tuesday, signaling that 
cardinals had failed on 
their first vote of the papal 
conclave to choose a new 
leader for the world's 1.2 
billion Catholics and their 
troubled church. Surround¬ 
ed by Michelangelo's im¬ 
posing frescoes imagin¬ 
ing the beginning and the 
end of the world, cardinals 
locked themselves into the 
chapel following a final 
appeal for unity to heal the 
divisions that have been 
exposed by Pope Benedict 
XVI's shocking resignation 
and revelations of corrup¬ 
tion and mismanagement 
in the Vatican bureaucra¬ 
cy. 

Led by prelates holding a 
crucifix and candles, the 
115 scarlet-robed prel¬ 
ates chanted the Litany of 
Saints, the hypnotic Gre¬ 
gorian chant imploring the 
intercession of the saints 
to guide their voting, be¬ 
fore the master of liturgical 
ceremonies intoned “Extra 
omnes” or “all out" and 
closed the heavy wooden 
doors. 

Outside, thousands of 
people braved cold night 
rain and packed St. Peter’s 
Square, eyes fixed on the 
narrow chimney poking 
out of the Sistine Chapel 
roof. They were rewarded 
some three hours after the 
conclave began when 
thick black smoke billowed 
out of the chimney, signal¬ 


ing that no pope had been 
elected. 

The cardinals now return to 
the Vatican hotel for the 
night and resume voting 
Wednesday morning. 
Benedict XVI’s surprise res¬ 
ignation has thrown the 
church into turmoil and 
exposed deep divisions 
among cardinals grappling 
with whether they need a 
manager to clean up the 
Vatican’s dysfunctional 
bureaucracy or a pastor 
who can inspire Catholics 
at a time of waning faith 
and growing secularism. 
The leading contenders for 
pope have fallen into one 
of the two camps, with 
Cardinal Angelo Scola, 
seen as favored by those 
hoping to shake up the 
powerful Vatican bureau¬ 
cracy, and Brazilian Cardi¬ 
nal Odilo Scherer, favored 
by Vatican-based insiders 
who have defended the 
status quo. Other names in¬ 
cluded Canadian Cardinal 
Marc Ouellet, who heads 
the Vatican’s powerful of¬ 
fice for bishops, and U.S. 
Cardinal Timothy Dolan, 
the exuberant archbishop 
of New York. 

Before Tuesday's conclave 
a Mass was held at St. Pe¬ 
ter’s Basilica for the gener¬ 
al public and the cardinals. 
In an appeal, the dean of 
the College of Cardinals, 
retired Cardinal Angelo 
Sodano, called for unity 
within the church, asking 
the cardinal electors to 
put their differences aside 
for the good of the church 
and the future pope.Q

Bookmakers: money’s on an Italian pope 


LONDON (AP) — Bookmak¬ 
ers in betting-mad Britain 
are cashing in on the Ro¬ 
man Catholic conclave 
to select a new pope. As 
cardinals began their de¬ 
liberations at the Vatican 
on Tuesday, here’s a look 
at the odds. 

LEADING CONTENDERS 

Cardinal Angelo Scola 
of Milan was leading the 
pack for many bookmak¬ 
ers. Ladbrokes had the Ital¬ 
ian with odds of 2-1, while 
Paddy Power and William 
Hill both had him at 9-4. 
“The money keeps coming 
for Scola and we’ve been 
forced to slash his odds,” 
said Jessica Bridge of Lad¬ 
brokes. “The closer we get 
to the conclave, it’s harder 
to see an outsider caus¬ 
ing an upset.” That helps 
explain why Paddy Power 
was taking bets that the 
next pope will hail from 
Italy at 1-1.From there the 
race gets convoluted, but 
a few names stand out. 
William Hill said its original 
favorite. Cardinal Francis 
Arinze of Nigeria, had fall¬ 
en to odds of 40-1. The bet¬ 
ting house now has Gha¬ 
na’s Cardinal Peter Turkson 
in second place with odds 
of 7-2 and Brazil's Cardinal 
Odilo Scherer third at 4-1. 

LONG SHOTS 

There’s little agreement on 
which cardinals are the 
longest shots. But among 
non-cardinal “contenders” 
one name keeps popping 
up: U2’s Bono, a rock ‘n’ 
roller known for his chari¬ 
table works and political 
activism. 


The singer is listed with 
odds of 1,000-1 at Paddy 
Power, Ladbrokes and Wil¬ 
liam Hill. Other names out 
of left field include Italian 
soccer star Mario Balotelli 
and pop sensation Justin 
Bieber, who are listed at 
2,500-1 and 10,000-1, re¬ 
spectively. 

SPENDING 

Bookmakers are taking in 


significant sums. Paddy 
Power said that since Pope 
Benedict XVI resigned, 
prognosticators have 
spent more than 500,000 
pounds ($743,122) specu¬ 
lating on his replacement. 
Ladbrokes said about 
10,000 pounds has been 
staked, with the figure ex¬ 
pected to rise if the voting 
drags on. William Hill said 
it has received bets in the 
“thousands” coming from 
more than 50 countries. 

SPEAKING OF HOW 
LONG... 


People are also placing 
bets on how long it will take 
the cardinals to elect a 
pope. William Hill had Tues¬ 
day as the favorite, at 5-2, 
with 6-4 odds on Wednes¬ 
day.

What’s in a Papal Name? A Lot

VATICAN CITY (AP) — 

What's in a name? A lot if 
you are the next pope. 
Every time a new pontiff 
is chosen in a conclave, 
a senior cardinal goes up 
to him and asks: “And by 
what name do want to be 
called?” 

The question is popped im¬ 
mediately, while all elec¬ 
tors are still locked in the 
Sistine Chapel. So the win¬ 
ner had better have done 


his homework and already 
picked a name. 

Shortly after, the senior car¬ 
dinal reads out the pontifi¬ 
cal name in Latin from the 
main balcony of St. Pe¬ 
ter’s Basilica as part of the 
“Habemus Papam” — “We 
have a pope” — formula 
that proclaims the election 
of a new pope. 

“The name the new pope 
chooses tells a lot about 
the thrust of his papacy,” 
said Ambrogio Piazzoni, a 
church historian and vice¬ 


prefect of the Vatican li¬ 
brary. Benedict XVI, the 
German Joseph Ratzinger 
who stunned the world last 
month by announcing his 
retirement, told pilgrims at 
his first public audience in 
2005 that he had chosen 
the name in order to be 
guided by the early 20th- 
century Pope Benedict XV. 
“In his footsteps I place my 
ministry, in the service of 
reconciliation and harmo¬ 
ny between peoples,” said 
Benedict. □

Obama meets with House 
Republicans on Wednes¬ 
day. At issue is the arcane 
and partisan congressional 
budget process, which in¬ 
volves a unique, non-bind¬ 
ing measure called a bud¬ 
get resolution. 

When the process works 
as designed — which is 
rarely — budget resolutions 
have the potential to stake 
out parameters for follow¬ 
up legislation specifying 
spending and rewriting the 
complex U.S. tax code. 

But this year's dueling GOP 
and Democratic budget 
proposals are more about 
defining political differ¬ 
ences — as if last year’s 
elections didn't do enough 
of that — than charting a 
path toward a solution. 

“If you look at the two 
budgets, there’s not a 
lot of overlap,” said Rep. 
Chris Van Hollen of Mary¬ 
land, top Democrat on 
the Budget Committee. He 
said the lack of “common 
ground” makes it neces¬ 
sary to make uncomfort¬ 
able compromises. 

One such compromise 


might be to adopt a stingier 
inflation adjustment for So¬ 
cial Security cost-of-living 
increases and the indexing 


of income tax brackets. 
House Speaker John Boeh- 
ner, R-Ohio, pressed for the 
new inflation measure in 
both sets of his failed pre¬ 
vious budget negotiations 
with Obama, and the idea 
was favorably discussed in 
the “supercommittee” ne¬ 


gotiations chaired by Mur¬ 
ray in the fall of 2010. 

But this “chained CPI” idea 
is nowhere to be found in 


either the Ryan or Murray 
budgets. Obama did pro¬ 
pose the idea in his meet¬ 
ing with Senate Democrats 
— but only as an element 
of a broader deficit-reduc¬ 
tion pact in which Repub¬ 
licans would yield on ap¬ 
proving new tax revenues. 


“The president was pretty 
clear that there are piec¬ 
es of the Social Security 
system he is willing to talk 


about. But’s he’s going to 
need some give from Re¬ 
publicans, as we all are,” 
said Sen. Chris Murphy, D- 
Conn. 

Driving the House GOP 
plan is a promise to pass 
a budget that would bal¬ 
ance the government’s 


books, which the measure 
would achieve by cutting 
$756 billion over 10 years 
from the Medicaid health 
program for the poor and 
disabled, cutting deeply 
into the day-to-day bud¬ 
gets of domestic agencies 
and repealing new health 
coverage subsidies en¬ 
acted two years ago with 
Obama’s signature health 
care bill. 

In last year’s presiden¬ 
tial campaign, Ryan ran 
against both Obama’s 
promise to raise tax rates 
on the wealthy and more 
than $700 billion worth of 
cuts to Medicare provid¬ 
ers. But now, Ryan claims 
that money to help bal¬ 
ance the budget — as well 
as about $1 trillion in taxes 
over a decade passed 
by Democrats as part of 
Obama’s health care 
overhaul. 

“We're not going to re¬ 
fight the past, because we 
know that that's behind 
us," Ryan told reporters on 
Tuesday. 

Ryan is moving on to a new 
battle over the annual cap 
for the 12 spending bills 
that Congress is supposed 
to pass each year. 

His budget assumes that 
the $1 trillion in savings 
over the coming nine years 
from controversial auto¬ 
matic spending cuts, just 
now starting, much of the 
money coming from the 
day-to-day agency bud¬ 
gets for the Pentagon and 
domestic agencies, will 
stay in effect. 

Ryan, however, would re¬ 
store those cuts to the Pen¬ 
tagon and instead makes 
domestic agencies absorb 
them. 

This double-whammy 
means, for instance, that 
non-defense appropria¬ 
tions would be limited to 
$414 billion next year — 
which is $55 billion below 
the caps already man¬ 
dated under the auto¬ 
matic cuts. That would 
likely mean gridlock when 
it comes time to advance 
appropriations bills this 
summer. 

Ryan's plan promises to cut 
the deficit from $845 billion 
this year to $528 billion in 
the 2014 budget year that 
starts in October. □

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US man convicted in deadly Craigslist plot

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — A self- 
styled U.S. street preacher 
accused in a deadly plot 
to lure men with Craigslist 
job offers and then rob 
them was found guilty of 
aggravated murder on 
Tuesday and could face 
the death penalty. 

A jury returned the verdict 
in the case against Richard 
Beasley, who was charged 
with a high school student 
with killing two men from 
Ohio and one from Virgin¬ 
ia.

Family members of the vic¬ 
tims hugged and wiped 
away tears as the verdict 
was read. Beasley, who 
also was convicted of ag¬ 
gravated robbery, kidnap¬ 
ping and attempted mur¬ 
der in wounding the lone 
survivor, slumped in his 
wheelchair, which he uses 
because of back prob¬ 
lems.

NEW YORK - A New York 
police officer was convict¬ 
ed on Tuesday in a bizarre 
plot to kidnap, torture, 
kill and eat women, end¬ 
ing a trial whose outcome 
hinged on the delicate 
legal distinction between 
fantasy and reality. 

The trial had drawn wide¬ 
spread attention in part 
because it involved a po¬ 
lice officer’s disturbing be¬ 
havior, but also because 
it raised a fundamental 
question: 

When does a virtual crime, 
contemplated in Internet 
chat rooms, become an 
actual crime? 

There was no evidence 
that any of the women 
whom the officer, Gilberto 
Valle, was accused of plot¬ 
ting to kill were harmed. 
But prosecutors argued 
that the officer took actual 
steps to further his plot, like 
conducting surveillance 
of potential victims and 
researching them in a law 
enforcement database. 
Valle, 28, could be sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison for 
one count of kidnapping 


of the darkest corners of 
the Internet, where fetish¬ 
ists hide behind Web iden¬ 
tities like Girlmeat Hunter, 
which Valle used, and en¬ 
gage in role-playing fanta¬ 
sy about cannibalism and 


Julia L. Gatto, called the 
verdict “devastating” and 
said the defense did not 
believe that the govern¬ 
ment had proved its case. 
“This was a thought prose¬ 
cution,” Gatto said. “These 


prosecute people for their 
thoughts.

Valle, who worked in the 
26th Precinct in Upper 
Manhattan, had planned 
his crimes with three co¬ 
conspirators through one 
website, prosecutors said. 
“He entered the world 
of reality," Waxman said, 
“and, thankfully, he was 
stopped before he could

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mary 
Jo White vowed Tuesday to 
make “bold and unrelent¬ 
ing” enforcement of Wall 
Street a high priority if she is 
confirmed chairman of the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

The former federal pros¬ 
ecutor told a Senate panel 
that investors need to know 
the playing field is level and 
that wrongdoers will be 
“aggressively and success¬ 
fully" pursued. White also 
pledged to avoid potential 
conflicts of interest from her 
work over the past decade 
as a corporate litigator. 
“Strong enforcement is 
necessary for investor con¬ 
fidence and is essential to 
the integrity of our financial 
markets,” White, 65, said 
during a two-hour confir¬ 
mation hearing before the 
Senate Banking Commit¬ 
tee. She is expected win 
confirmation from the pan¬ 
el and the full Senate, be¬ 
coming the first prosecutor 
to lead the SEC. She would 
replace Elisse Walter, who 
has been interim chairman 
since Mary Schapiro re¬ 


signed in December. 
Senators also questioned 
Richard Cordray, who was 
re-nominated by Obama 
to head the Consumer Fi¬ 
nancial Protection Bureau. 
His confirmation is less cer¬ 
tain. Many Republicans op¬ 
posed the creation of the 
agency in 2010 and want 
to limit his power. 

Chairman Tim Johnson said 
after the hearing that the 
panel would vote on both 
nominations “as soon as 
possible.” Still, he noted 
that Republican objections 
to the consumer agency 
could hold up the vote. 
White served as the U.S. 
attorney in Manhattan 
from 1993 through 2002. By 
nominating her to the post, 
President Barack Obama 
sent a signal that he wants 
the government to get 
tougher with Wall Street. 
Critics have complained 
that the SEC has failed to 
act aggressively to charge 
top executives at the big¬ 
gest U.S. banks who may 
have contributed to the 
2008 financial crisis. 

White said enforcement 
would be a priority and 
that she would pursue “all 


wrongdoers - individual 
and institutional, of what¬ 
ever position or size.” 
“Proceeding aggressively 
against wrongdoers is not 
only the right thing to do, 
but it also will serve to de¬ 
ter the sharp and unlaw¬ 
ful practices of others who 
must be made to think 
twice -and stop in their 
tracks - rather than risk dis¬ 
covery, pursuit, and punish¬ 
ment by the SEC," White 
told the panel. 

Still, much of White's work 
over the past decade has 
been representing corpo¬ 
rate interests. At Debvoise 
& Plimpton, a prominent 
New York-based law firm, 
her clients included JPMor- 
gan Chase, Microsoft, Gen¬ 
eral Electric and Toyota. 
Pressed by senators during 


the hearing about those 
ties. White tried to reas¬ 
sure them that she would 
avoid potential conflicts of 
interest caused by her past 
work and the work of her 
husband, who is a corpo¬ 
rate attorney. She said her 
work for large banks and 
corporations doesn’t mean 
that she has embraced 
their policies. “The Ameri¬ 
can public will be my cli¬ 
ent, and I will work as zeal¬ 
ously as possible on behalf 
of them,” White said. 

Last month, she promised in 
a letter to the SEC ethics of¬ 
fice to step aside from any 
decision affecting a former 
client for one year after she 
represented them. That’s 
in line with federal ethics 
guidelines for agency of¬ 
ficials. 


She also pledged to abstain 
from all decisions brought 
by Cravath, Swaine & 
Moore, her husband’s firm. 
White’s responsibilities will 
also include enforcing 
complex regulations writ¬ 
ten in response to the worst 
crisis since the Depression 
of the 1930s. The SEC chair¬ 
man and commissioners 
must vote to approve en¬ 
forcement actions against 
specific companies or indi¬ 
viduals as well as new rules 
that apply generally. 

On Tuesday, White said she 
would quickly get to the 
business of writing new rules 
with the other SEC commis¬ 
sioners. White said she has 
studied pending issues, in¬ 
cluding strengthened con¬ 
trol over money-market 
mutual funds. □ 
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Ahmadinejad under fire for hugging Chavez’s mother

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Senior 
Iranian clerics have scold¬ 
ed President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad for consol¬ 
ing Hugo Chavez’s moth¬ 
er with a hug - a physical 
contact considered a sin 
under Iran’s strict Islamic 
codes. 

The rebuke follows a widely 
published photo showing 
Ahmadinejad embracing 
Chavez’s mother at the 
funeral of the late Ven¬ 
ezuelan president in what 
is seen as taboo-breaking 
behavior in Iran. 

Iranian papers on Tuesday 
cited clerics from the reli¬ 
gious center of Qom who 
described the hug as “for¬ 
bidden,” inappropriate 
behavior and “clowning 
around.” 

Iran's strict Islamic codes 


prohibit physical contact 
between unrelated mem¬ 
bers of the opposite sex. 
The clerics did not spare 
Ahmadinejad. 

“Touching a non-mahram 
(a woman who is not a 
close relative) is forbidden 
under any circumstances, 
whether shaking hands or 
touching by the cheek,” 
said one of the clerics, 
Mohammad Taqi Rahbar, 
adding that such a con¬ 
tact, even with “an older 
woman is not allowed ... 
and contrary to the dignity 
of the president of the Is¬ 
lamic Republic of Iran.” 
Ayatollah Mohammad 
Yazdi, Iran’s former judi¬ 
ciary chief and a religious 
leader in Qom, said Ah¬ 
madinejad was “clowning 
around” and his hug shows 
he failed to “protect the 
dignity of his nation and his 
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position.” 

The clerics were also out¬ 
raged by Ahmadinejad's 
letter of condolence to 
Venezuelans and their in¬ 


terim leader Nicolas Mad- 
uro because the Iranian 
president had described 
Chavez as a “martyr" who 
will be resurrected and 
who will return to Earth 
along with Jesus Christ and 
Imam Mahdi, a 9th cen¬ 
tury saint revered by Shiite 
Muslims. “Your knowledge 
of religious issues is limited 
and no intervention could 


be made in this matter,” 
said Yazdi, addressing Ah¬ 
madinejad directly. 

Iranian Vice President Mo¬ 
hammad Reza Mirtajeddi- 


ni, a cleric who accompa¬ 
nied Ahmadinejad to Ven¬ 
ezuela and stood by as the 
Iranian president hugged 
Chavez’s mother at the fu¬ 
neral last week in Caracas 
had initially tried to deny 
the story, saying the photo 
was a fake. 

Yazdi also scolded Mir- 
tajeddini: “You are a cleric 
and you wear the cleri¬ 


cal robe ... you should not 
deny what happened.” 
Later Tuesday, the semi¬ 
official Mehr news agency 
reported that 18 lawmak¬ 


ers issued a statement urg¬ 
ing Ahmadinejad to ob¬ 
serve national and interna¬ 
tional norms in his foreign 
meetings. 

The uproar surrounding 
the hug has given Ahma¬ 
dinejad 's conservative op¬ 
ponents fodder to criticize 
him, three months ahead 
of the June presidential 
elections. □

Syrian army eroded by defections, deaths

BEIRUT (AP) — A top Syrian 
cleric's appeal to young 
men to join the army raised 
the question of whether 
President Bashar Assad 
is running out of soldiers, 
prompting a pro-govern¬ 
ment newspaper to reas¬ 
sure readers Tuesday that 
the military can keep fight¬ 
ing insurgents for years to 
come. 

Syria's civil war, with its 
large-scale defections, 
thousands of soldiers killed 
and multiple fronts, has 
eroded one of the Arab 
world’s biggest armies, with 
pro-Assad militias increas¬ 
ingly filling in for troops. 

But while the rebels have 
scored military and diplo¬ 


matic gains, the regime is 
far from its breaking point. 
Assad appears to have 
stopped trying to retake 
all of the rebel-held areas, 
lacking the manpower to 
do so. But his forces have 
pinned down opposition 
fighters with artillery and 
airstrikes, while repelling 
rebel assaults on the capi¬ 
tal of Damascus and other 
regime strongholds. 

In this scenario, the regime 
can hang on for months, 
said Joseph Holliday, a 
Syria analyst at the Wash¬ 
ington-based Institute for 
the Study of War. “The op¬ 
position is definitely ascen¬ 
dant, and Bashar is going 
down, (but) it’s a question 
of time,” he said. 

Syria’s troop strength 


moved into the spotlight 
with a call for a general 
mobilization by Grand 
Mufti Ahmad Badreddine 
Hassoun, the country's 
top state-appointed Sunni 
Muslim cleric and Assad 
loyalist. He told state TV on 
Sunday that Syrians must 
rally to defend their coun¬ 
try against a “global con¬ 
spiracy.” 

On Tuesday, the pro-gov¬ 
ernment al-Watan news¬ 
paper dismissed specula¬ 
tion that the mufti's ap¬ 
peal was a sign of attrition 
among the troops. The 
army is “fine” and troops 
“have been waging since 
for the past two years with 
unprecedented valor and 
courage,” the newspaper 
said in a commentary.Q 
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Last survivor of plot to kill Hitler dies at 90

BERLIN (AP) — As a 22-year- 
old German army lieuten¬ 
ant, Ewald-Heinrich von 
Kleist volunteered to wear 
a suicide vest to a meet¬ 
ing with Adolf Hitler and to 
blow himself up along with 
the Nazi dictator. 

The assassination didn’t 
come to pass, but von 
Kleist went on to play a key 
role in the most famous at¬ 
tempt on Hitler later that 
same year, and was the 
last surviving member of 
the group of German of¬ 
ficers who tried and failed 
to kill the Fuehrer on July 
20, 1944. 

Von Kleist died Friday at 
age 90 at his home in Mu¬ 
nich, his wife Gundula von 
Kleist told The Associated 
Press. 

Von Kleist was born July 10, 
1922, on his family estate 
Schmenzin in Pommerania 
in an area of northeastern 
Germany that is today Po¬ 
land. 

The von Kleist family was a 
long line of Prussian land- 
owners, who had served 
the state for centuries in 
high-ranking military and 
administrative positions. 
Von Kleist’s father, Ewald 
von Kleist, was an early op¬ 
ponent of Hitler even be¬ 
fore he came to power, 
and was arrested many 
times after the Nazi dicta¬ 
tor took control in 1933. The 
elder von Kleist famously 
traveled to England in 
1938, the year before World 
War II broke out, to try and 
determine whether other 
Western nations would 
support a coup attempt 


against Hitler, but failed to 
get the British government 
to change its policy of ap¬ 
peasement. 

Despite his family’s opposi¬ 
tion to the Nazis, younger 
von Kleist joined the Ger¬ 
man army in 1940, and was 
wounded in 1943 in fighting 
on the Eastern Front. 

During his convalescence, 
he was approached in 
January 1944 by Col. Claus 
von Stauffenberg, another 
officer from an aristocratic 
family, and presented with 
a plan to kill Hitler. Von 
Kleist had been chosen as 
the officer to model a new 
uniform for Hifler, and von 
Stauffenberg proposed 
that he wear a suicide vest 
underneath, and deto¬ 
nate it when he stood next 
to the dictator. 

Years later von Kleist re¬ 
membered explaining the 
suicide plot to his father, 
who paused only briefly 
before felling his 22-year- 
old son: “Yes, you have to 
do this.” 

“Fathers love their sons and 
mine certainly did, and I 
had been quite sure he 
would say no,” von Kleist 
recalled. “But, as always, I 
had underestimated him.” 
The suicide attack plan 
never came to fruition. 
Months later, however, von 
Kleist was approached 
again by von Stauffenberg 
to take part in what would 
become known as the July 
20 plot — for fhe day in 
1944 that the assassination 
was attempted — which 
was brought to the big 
screen in 2008 in “Valkyrie,” 
starring Tom Cruise as von 
Stauffenberg. 


Von Kleist was supposed 
to play a key role as the 
person who was to carry a 
briefcase packed with ex¬ 
plosives to a meeting with 


Hitler. In a change of plans, 
however, von Sfauffen- 
berg decided to plant the 
bomb himself. 

Von Stauffenberg placed 
fhe bomb in a conference 
room where Hifler was 
meeting with his aides and 
military advisers at his East 
Prussian headquarters. Hit¬ 
ler escaped the full force 
of the blast when some¬ 
one moved the briefcase 
next to a table leg, deflect¬ 


ing much of the explosive 
force. 

Von Kleist remained in Ber¬ 
lin, charged with oversee¬ 
ing the arrest of officers 


and officials loyal to Hitler 
in the city. 

But when news spread 
that Hitler had survived, 
the plot crumbled and von 
Stauffenberg, von Kleist’s 
father, and scores of others 
were arrested and execut¬ 
ed in an orgy of revenge 
killings. Some were hanged 
by the neck with piano 
wire. Von Stauffenberg 
was shot by firing squad. 
Von Kleist himself was ar¬ 


rested, questioned at 
length by the Gestapo, 
and sent to a concentra¬ 
tion camp, but then in¬ 
explicably let go and re¬ 
turned to combat duty. 
Following the war, von 
Kleist founded the Ewald 
von Kleist publishing house, 
and became involved in 
public education on se¬ 
curity issues and trans-At¬ 
lantic relations. In 1952 he 
founded fhe independent 
defense affairs association 
known as the Society for 
Military Studies, and the 
European Military Studies 
magazine in 1954. 

In 1963 he founded what 
would become the annual 
Munich Security Confer¬ 
ence — a forum that still 
today brings together the 
world’s top diplomats and 
defense officials, in an in¬ 
formal setting for talks on 
global security policy, and 
has long been considered 
the preeminent confer¬ 
ence on NATO issues. 

Von Kleist served as the 
conference's moderator 
until 1998, before hand¬ 
ing it over to Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl's longtime for¬ 
eign policy adviser Horst 
Teltschik, who has also 
since stepped down. 

For his efforts leading the 
Munich Security Con¬ 
ference, von Kleist was 
awarded the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Defense’s Medal 
for Distinguished Public 
Service in 1991, its highest 
award for a civilian. 

His other decorations in¬ 
clude Germany’s Fed¬ 
eral Order of Merit and 
France’s Officier de la Le¬ 
gion d’Honneur.Q

Greece: Blasts target conservative politicians

THESSALONIKI, Greece 
(AP) — Small bombs ex¬ 
ploded at the offices of 
three prominent conserva¬ 
tive politicians in northern 
Greece late Tuesday, leav¬ 
ing staff briefly stranded in 
fires caused by the blasts, 
authorities said. 

The attacks occurred with¬ 
in several minutes in central 
Thessaloniki, Greece’s sec¬ 
ond largest city, and were 
carried out using small 
cooking gas canisters. 

City fire official Manolis 
Tsolakis said one of the at¬ 
tacks targeted the private 
office of the deputy de¬ 
velopment minister, Stav- 
ros Kalafatis, where a fire 
caused extensive damage 


to the eighth-story office. 
Two female office employ¬ 
ees jumped to the seventh 
floor to escape the fire. 
“The fire was in progress 
when the two women got 
out," he said. One of the 


women received medical 
attention in hospital after 
hurting her leg, fire service 
officials said. 

Nearby, four people were 
rescued by firefighters at 
the sites of the other at¬

Cameron may veto Ell’s Syria arms embargo

LONDON (AP) — Britain 
may consider vetoing an 
extension of the European 
Union’s arms embargo on 
Syria if the situation does 
not improve there, Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
said Tuesday. 

The EU has a blanket em¬ 
bargo against shipping 
arms to Syria, though last 
month Britain persuaded 
the EU to soften the em¬ 
bargo and allow member 
states to provide non-le- 
thal aid, such as armored 
vehicles, to the rebels fight¬ 
ing the regime of President 
Bashar Assad. 

Britain and France have 
signaled their support for 
lifting the embargo further 
to allow weapons into Syr¬ 
ia. 

The current EU embargo 
expires in May. 

Western countries have 
been rethinking their 
stance on helping the 


rebels as Assad’s support 
erodes. 

The United States, in a sig¬ 
nificant policy shift, an¬ 
nounced Feb. 28 that it 
would for the first time 
provide non-lethal aid — 
things like food rations and 
medical supplies — directly 
to rebels who are battling 
to oust Assad. 

But a senior U.S. military 
commander. Marine Corps 
Gen. James Mattis, warned 
last week that the situation 
is too complicated in Syria 
now for the U.S. to provide 
opposition forces with le¬ 
thal aid. 


In the EU, some diplomats 
also oppose changing the 
embargo, preferring a po¬ 
litical solution. 

When asked about his 
position on the embargo 
Tuesday, Cameron told a 
parliamentary committee: 
“I hope that we can per¬ 
suade our European part¬ 
ners (and) if and when a 
further change becomes 
necessary, they will agree 
with us. 

“But if we can’t, then it's 
not out of the question we 
might have to do things in 
our own way. It’s possible,” 
he said.Q

The three politicians are 
all members of the center- 
right New Democracy par¬ 
ty that is leading Greece’s 
coalition government 
formed after general elec¬ 
tions last June.

Separately Tuesday, anti¬ 
terrorism officers raided 
two apartments in great¬ 
er Athens after seizing a 
weapons stash in the trunk 
of a rented car. 

The weapons were found 
in central Athens, and 
included four hand gre¬ 
nades, two automatic 
rifles, ammunition maga¬ 
zines and two crates of 
rifle bullets. No arrests were 
announced. □

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Clashes mark Bangladesh opposition protest

DHAKA, Bangladesh (AP) 

— Several bombs explod¬ 
ed in Bangladesh’s capital 
and police clashed with 
protesters Tuesday as op¬ 
position leaders enforced a 
daylong, nationwide gen¬ 
eral strike over what they 
say is police intimidation. 
Witnesses and news reports 
said several homemade 
bombs exploded during 
the beginning of the shut¬ 
down. RTV and Bangla Vi¬ 
sion stations reported ex¬ 
plosions in different areas 
of Dhaka. 

It was not clear if there 
were any injuries. 
Small-scale clashes were 
reported inside and out¬ 
side Dhaka, and thousands 
of security officials were 
deployed in the capital to 
maintain order. 

Nearly 400 members of 
paramilitary Bangladesh 
Border Guard were de¬ 
ployed to aid police in 
Dhaka, said Maj. Gen. Aziz 
Ahmed, the force's direc¬ 
tor general. 

Schools and most business¬ 
es in Dhaka were closed 
Tuesday. Traffic was thin on 
the usually clogged streets. 
An 18-party opposition al¬ 
liance led by the Bangla¬ 
desh Nationalist Party, or 
BNP, was enforcing the

French pressing 
Skype to register 
as phone 
service

PARIS - French regulators 
said Tuesday that they 
had asked prosecutors 
to investigate Microsoft's 
Skype unit over its failure to 
register as a telecommuni¬ 
cations operator in accor¬ 
dance with local law, rais¬ 
ing the question of what 
constitutes a telephone 
company in the age of 
Internet-based communi¬ 
cations. 

The regulator, known by its 
French acronym ARCEP, 
said that it had “on several 
occasions" asked Skype 
Communications, which is 
based in Luxembourg, “to 
declare itself an electronic 
communications opera¬ 
tor” and that the company 
had not complied. 

A company acting as a 
telecommunications oper¬ 
ator incurs certain obliga¬ 
tions, the French agency 
said, notably that “of rout¬ 
ing emergency calls and 
putting in place a means 
for allowing legal wiretap¬ 
ping.” 

Skype and other Internet 
phone services use a sys¬ 
tem called voice-over-ln- 
ternet protocol, or VoIP, to 
enable conversations and 
video meetings over the In¬ 
ternet. Microsoft has come 
under pressure from digital 
rights groups over how in¬ 
formation about users col¬ 
lected from Skype is shared 
wifh advertisers and law 
enforcement agencies. 
ARCEP noted that people 
could make Skype calls 
from a computer or smart¬ 
phone. 

“In effect,” the regula¬ 
tor said, “this service con¬ 
stitutes furnishing a tele¬ 
phone service to the pub¬ 
lic." 

French law does not re¬ 
quire that a telecommu¬ 
nications operator obtain 
administrative authoriza¬ 
tion, ARCEP said, but “only 
a prior declaration.” 

Failure to follow the law is a 
criminal offense, however, 
and ARCEP said it was turn¬ 
ing the matter over to Paris 
prosecutors.Q

Japan beats the 
Netherlands 10-6

TOKYO (AP) — Shinnosuke 
Abe homered twice in an 
eight-run second inning as 
two-time defending cham¬ 
pion Japan beat the Neth¬ 
erlands 10-6 to wrap up 
first place in Pool 1 of the 
World Baseball Classic. 
Japan and the Nether¬ 
lands have both qualified 
for the semifinals in San 
Francisco on March 17- 
18. Tuesday’s game was 
to decide the pool winner 
and runner-up. 

“Getting eight runs like that 
early was huge,” Japan 
manager Koji Yamamoto 
said. “It was good to see 
Abe hitting like that be¬ 
cause we rely on him in big 
games." 

Andrelton Simmons led 
off the game with a solo 
homer to left but the lead 
didn’t last long. Abe tied it 
with a solo homer to right 
off Netherlands starter Da¬ 
vid Bergman. 

After an RBI single by No¬ 
buhiro Matsuda, Hisayoshi 
Chono hit a bases-loaded 
double that gave Japan 
a 5-1 lead. Abe then con¬ 
nected for a three-run 
homer to give Japan an 
8-1 lead. 

“It’s been a while since I 
hit two in one inning,” said 
Abe, the captain of Ja¬ 
pan’s team. “We had a 
lot of support from our fans 
here and now we're going 
over there to win it all.” 
Japan starter Kenji Otonari 


earned the win after giving 
up one run on one hit while 
striking out six over three in¬ 
nings. 

After scoring two runs in 
the seventh, the Nether¬ 
lands closed the gap to 8-6 
in the eighth. Hainley Statia 
scored on a groundout to 
short. Kalian Sams hit an RBI 
single to center and Quin¬ 
tin De Cuba hit a single to 
right that scored Sams from 
third. 

Chono drove in two runs in 
the eighth with a single to 
left and Kazuhisa Makita 
retired the side to close out 
the game. 

Japan, with no players 
from Major League Base¬ 
ball rosters, went 5-1 in the 
first two rounds, losing only 
to Cuba.

NOME, Alaska (AP) — This 
year’s Iditarod Trail Sled 
Dog Race is shaping up 
to be an exciting sprint to 
the finish with 2004 cham¬ 
pion Mitch Seavey leading 
the race, but last year’s 
second-place finisher close 
and on the move with a 
faster team. 

The leaders were just 77 
miles (124 kilometers) from 
the finish in the 1,000-mile 
race from Anchorage 
to Nome early Tuesday. 
Seavey, 53, pulled into the 
White Mountain checkpoint 
at 5:11 a.m., just 13 minutes 
ahead of the 43-year-old 
Zirkle. Four-time champion 
Jeff King, who had been 
leading the race, was in 
third place with a team 
that had slowed consider¬ 
ably. 

Mushers are required to rest 
their teams for eight hours 
in White Mountain. From 
there, teams go to Safety, 
where the leaders likely will 


take no rest before heading 
to Nome in hopes of win¬ 
ning. This year's champion 
is expected to reach the 
frontier town on Alaska’s 
wind-pummeled coast late 
Tuesday or early Wednes¬ 
day. 

Others were closing in, in¬ 
cluding Ray Redington Jr., 
the grandson of race co¬ 
founder Joe Redington Sr. 
who was in fourth place. 
Defending champion Dal¬ 
las Seavey, Mitch Seavey’s 
25-year-old son, was in fifth 
place. Nome favorite Aar¬ 
on Burmeister was in sixth 
place behind Seavey as 
he raced toward his home¬ 
town. If he were to win the 
Iditarod, one local official 
said, it could be pandemo¬ 
nium. 

The “place would come 
unglued,” said Richard 
Beneville, the vice presi¬ 
dent of the Nome Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 
Front-runners began travel¬ 
ing north along the frozen 
Bering Sea Coast on Sun¬ 
day as they jockeyed for 


the front of the line. 

Seavey had been lead¬ 
ing since Sunday and beat 
King to Koyuk by 34 min¬ 
utes. He rested his team, 
then left three hours and 
two minutes after King. 
“Only one thing to do,” 
Seavey said in an Iditarod. 
com video. “I can’t make 
speed without resting." 

The race began March 2 
with 66 teams at a ceremo¬ 
nial start in Anchorage. The 
competitive start began 


the following day in Willow 
and has since changed 
leaders several times. 

Five mushers have 
scratched. A sixth, Cana¬ 
dian Gerry Willomitzer, was 
withdrawn Sunday after 
losing a dog that was later 
found. 

The first musher to reach 
Nome will win $50,400 and 
a new 2013 Dodge Ram 
pickup truck. The rest of the 
$600,000 purse will be split 
among the next 29 mushers 


to cross the finish line. 

As teams push toward 
Nome, the town of 3,700 
was bustling with anticipa¬ 
tion. 

Inside the city’s small con¬ 
vention center, which dou¬ 
bles as race headquarters, 
banners with each mush- 
er’s name were being hung 
from the rafters by volun¬ 
teers working with Alaska 
Missions. 

The race was shaping up to 
have an exciting finish with 
so many front-runners clus¬ 
tered together. 

But will it match the 1978 
mad dash down Front 
Street that left Dick Mack¬ 
ey as the winner with one 
second to spare over Rick 
Swenson, who went on to 
become the Iditarod’s only 
five-time champion? 

“You know, it very well 
could be” race spokes¬ 
woman Erin McLarnon said. 
“The way the things are 
looking right now, it could 
be one of those close 
ones.’Q

As we approach the clinic, 
a gentleman is quietly wait¬ 
ing for his first Traditional 
Chinese Medicine (TCM) 
consultation. Several other 
people seem restless and 
anxious, talking loudly, al¬ 
most shouting although 
they have only been sit¬ 
ting for a short time. After a 
long unusual season of rain, 
most of us are grateful to sit 
in the sunshine and invite 
the trade winds back.

Most people can 
withstand the negative 
consequences of gale 
force wind, but some, who 
have been consuming 
greasy or otherwise un¬ 
healthy foods, drinking too 
much alcohol or working 
too much the wind may 
bring a “sickness.” 

Anger, frustration, 
resentment and hatred 
over a long period of time 
can also make one suscep¬ 
tible to the negative effects 
of wind. Today's group 
brings a mix of symptoms 
and complaints which has 
not been relieved by other 
methods. We will begin 


now, with anemia, men¬ 
strual problems, pale, fun¬ 
gus or easily broken finger¬ 
nails, then liver problems, 
headaches, high blood 
pressure, eye and ear trou¬ 
bles, difficulty sleeping or 
waking up between 1 and 
3 am.

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Google pays $7M fine to settle Wi-Fi privacy case

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Google will pay a $7 million 
fine to settle a multistate 
investigation into a snoopy 
software program that en¬ 
abled the Internet search 
leader to intercept emails, 
passwords and other sen¬ 
sitive information sent sev¬ 
eral years ago over unpro¬ 
tected wireless networks in 
neighborhoods across the 
world. The agreement an¬ 
nounced Tuesday covers 
38 states and the District of 
Columbia, part of the area 
where households and lo¬ 
cal merchants unwittingly 
had some of their commu¬ 
nications on Wi-Fi networks 
snatched by Google Inc. 
from early 2008 until the 
spring Of 2010. 

Google stopped the data 
collection in May 2010, 
shortly before the com¬ 
pany revealed cars tak¬ 
ing street-level photos for 
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its online mapping service 
also had been grabbing in¬ 
formation transmitted over 
Wi-Fi networks that had 
been set up in homes and 
businesses without requiring 
a password to gain access. 
The company blamed the 
intrusion on a rogue engi¬ 
neer who rigged a data- 
collection program into 
equipment that was sup¬ 
posed to only detect ba¬ 
sic information about local 
Wi-Fi networks to help plot 
the locations of people us¬ 
ing its mapping service and 
other products. After con¬ 
cluding its own investiga¬ 
tion, the Federal Commu¬ 
nications Commission last 
year asserted that some of 
Google’s managers knew 
about the engineer’s plan 
to vacuum information be¬ 
ing transmitted over the Wi¬ 
Fi networks. 

Google hasn’t identified 
the engineer who set up 
the data-collection pro¬ 
gram. 

The surveillance triggered 
outrage among privacy 
watchdogs and govern¬ 
ment investigations in more 
than a dozen countries. 
The backlash so far has 
been more of a public rela¬ 
tions blow than a financial 
setback for Google, which 
has embraced “Don’t Be 
Evil" as its corporate motto. 
Even as it repeatedly apol¬ 
ogized for a breach of on¬ 
line etiquette, Google insist¬ 
ed that it didn't break any 
laws in the U.S. The com¬ 
pany is maintaining that 


position in the multistate in¬ 
vestigation by entering into 
a settlement that doesn't 
include any admission of 
wrongdoing. 

Google, based in Mountain 
View, California, released 
another contrite statement 
Tuesday. 

“We work hard to get pri¬ 
vacy right at Google," the 
company said. “But in this 
case we didn’t, which is 
why we quickly tightened 
up our systems to address 
the issue.” 

The multistate agreement 
requires Google to destroy 
the personal data that it 
collected from the Wi-FI 
networks, unless a lawsuit 
or other legal action re¬ 
quires the information to 
be preserved. A series of 
class-action lawsuits are 
still being appealed in San 
Francisco federal court. 
Google says it never looked 
at the data, although 
regulators in other coun¬ 
tries have reviewed the 
information as part of their 
investigations. Canadian 
regulators said Google had 
obtained the full names, 
telephone numbers and 
address of some people 
using the unprotected Wi-Fi 
networks. In France regu¬ 
lators found that Google 
had grabbed an email 
exchange between a 
married man and woman 
discussing a possible af¬ 
fair and other information 
about sexual preferences. 
The Wi-Fi snooping is just the 
latest of several incidents

that have raised questions 
about Google's commit¬ 
ment to privacy. In the past 
three years, Google also 
has been reprimanded by 
U.S. regulators for exposing 
the personal contact lists 
of its email accountholders 
when it started a service 
called Buzz in 2010 and for 
secretly tracking the online 
activities of Web surfers us¬ 
ing Apple Inc.'s Safari Web 
browser last year. The Safari 
surveillance resulted in the 
Federal Trade Commission 
fining Google $22.5 million 
last year. 

The FCC also fined Google 
$25,000 last year for ob¬ 
structing its investigation 
into the Wi-Fi spying. 

The $7 million fine that 
Google is paying the states 
and District of Columbia is 
the biggest U.S. penalty im¬ 
posed on Google so far for 
Wi-Fi spying. It amounts to 
a speck on Google’s finan¬ 
cial statement. The com¬ 
pany brings in an aver¬ 
age of $7 million per hour, 


based on its projected rev¬ 
enue of $61 billion this year. 
The penalty won’t be 
enough to prevent Google 
from continuing to be a 
“serial privacy violator,” 
according to John Simp¬ 
son, privacy project direc¬ 
tor for Consumer Watch¬ 
dog, a frequent critic of 
the company. Connecti¬ 
cut, the lead state in the 
Wi-Fi investigation, will get 
the largest cut from the 
fine — nearly $521,000. 
Other states getting a

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US employers post more jobs, cut less workers

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

employers advertised 
more job openings in Janu¬ 
ary, suggesting that hiring 
will remain healthy in com¬ 
ing months. 

Job openings rose 2.2 per¬ 
cent in January from De¬ 
cember to 3.69 million, the 
Labor Department said 
Tuesday. Openings had 
fallen nearly 5 percent in 
December, and they re¬ 
main below November’s 
level of nearly 3.8 million. 
Yet the report provided fur¬ 
ther evidence that the U.S. 
job market is strengthen¬ 
ing. Employers laid off the 
fewest workers in January 
than in any month since re¬ 
cords began in 2001. And 
the number of Americans 
who quit their jobs rose to 
the highest in more than 
four years. People usually 
quit when they have an¬ 
other job, so more quitting 
suggests it is easier to find 
work. The biggest increase 
in job openings was in 
professional and business 
services, which includes 
high-paying fields such as 
accounting, engineering, 
and architecture. It also 
includes temp jobs, which 
typically carry few ben¬ 
efits. The next-largest gain 


was in retail. On Friday, 
the government reported 
that hiring in February was 
robust: Employers added 
236,000 jobs, and the un¬ 
employment rate fell from 
7.9 percent in January to 
a four-year low of 7.7 per¬ 
cent. February capped a 
fourth-month hiring spree 
in which employers added 
an average of 205,000 jobs 


of nearly 7 unemployed 
people competing for 
each job in July 2009. But 
in a healthy economy, the 
ratio is roughly 2 to 1. 

The report, known as the 
Job Openings and Labor 
Turnover survey, or JOLTS, 
calculates total hiring, lay¬ 
offs and quits. By contrast, 
the department's monthly 
jobs report measures the

a month. At the same time, 
the competition for open 
positions remains strong. 
About 12.3 million people 
were unemployed in Janu¬ 
ary, which means there 
were 3.3 unemployed 
people, on average, com¬ 
peting for each job. That's 
sharply down from a peak 


unemployment rate and 
net hiring. Net hiring equals 
total hiring minus layoffs, 
quits and other separa¬ 
tions. Since the recession 
ended in June 2009, total 
hiring hasn't increased as 
fast as job openings have.

Hostess: No other bids to buy Twinkies

NEW YORK (AP) — Host¬ 
ess is moving ahead with 
plans to sell its Twinkies 
and other iconic American 
snack cakes after nobody 
stepped forward to top an 
offer made by two invest¬ 
ment firms. 

The bankrupt company 
had earlier picked a $410 
million joint offer from Mef- 
ropoulos & Co. and Apollo 
Global Management as 
the “stalking horse” bid to 
set the floor for an auction. 
Others were then given a 
chance to submit compet¬ 
ing offers and Hostess CEO 
Greg Rayburn had pre¬ 
dicted the process would 
be “wild and wooly." 

But in a document filed in 
U.S. bankruptcy court on 
Monday, Hostess Brands 
said no other qualified of¬ 
fers were submitted by the 
bid deadline. No auction 


will be held as a result for 
the cakes, which include 
CupCakes, Ding Dongs 
and Ho Hos. 

A spokesman for Hostess 
said the company had no 
comment on the lack of 
competing bids. A repre¬ 
sentative for Apollo, whose 
investments include the 
fast-food chains Carl’s Jr. 
and Hardee's, declined to 
comment on when Host¬ 
ess cakes might return to 
shelves. 

Without providing details, 
Metropoulos CEO Dean 
Metropoulos said in a 
statement that he looked 
forward to bringing back 
Hostess cakes “as soon as 
possible.” 

Metropoulos also owns 
Pabst beer. 

Hostess had also canceled 
an auction for its Wonder 
and other major bread 
brands after no competing 
offers were made. Those 


breads are being sold to 
Flowers Foods, which is 
based in Thomasville, Geor¬ 
gia, and makes Tastykakes 
and Nature’s Own bread. 
The final sales of the breads 
and Hostess snack cakes 
are set to be approved 
in bankruptcy court on 
March 19. 

McKee Foods, which 
makes Little Debbie snack 
cakes, was picked as the 
lead bidder for Drake’s 
cakes, which include Devil 
Dogs, Funny Bones and Yo¬ 
dels. The deadline to sub¬ 
mit competing offers for 
those snack cakes is Tues¬ 
day, with an auction set for 
Friday. 

Hostess, based in Irving, 
Texas, stopped making 
its cakes and breads in 
late November after it an¬ 
nounced it was going out 
of business and closing its 
plants following years of fi¬ 
nancial struggles.Q

money. But making small 
adjustments to your financ¬ 
es consistently throughout 
the year can dramatically 
improve your financial pic¬ 
ture. 

Mechel Glass, vice presi¬ 
dent of community out¬ 
reach for Atlanta-based 
nonprofit CredAbility, of¬ 
fers a few simple things you 
can do to help keep the 
momentum going: 

Track every dollar you 
spend for 30 days. If you 
don’t have money left at 
the end of each pay 
period, or you can't 
save money, it's time to 
start tracking it. For just 
30 days, write down ev¬ 
ery penny you spend. 
Review this list for ex¬ 
penses that can be re¬ 
duced or eliminated. 
Small changes can add 
up to big savings and 
can help you reach your 
goals more quickly. Use 
the budget calculator 
from CredAbility to help 
you track your expenses, 
or use the free Pocket 
Tracker app available 
for iPhone. 

Put $10 a week in the bank. 
Even if you think you are 
living paycheck to pay- 
check, it is possible for you 
to save money. You can 
save as little as $10 each 
week just by making sim¬ 
ple changes. Here are five 
ways to save $10 or more: 

1. Eliminate your home 
phone. If you only use your 
cell phone, consider turn¬ 
ing off your land line or at 
least reducing your servic¬ 
es to the bare minimum. 

2. Have coffee af home. 
Skipping your morning 
coffee ouf can add up to 
quick savings. 

3. Bring your lunch and 
snacks to work. Limit lunch 
out to once or twice a 
week. 

4. Skip the lottery tickets. 
You will be better served 
by putting that money in a 
savings account. 

5. Avoid unnecessary trips 
and carpool when pos¬ 
sible. Gas prices are on the 
rise, and sharing commut¬

For a person 
earning $50,000 annually, 
1 percent is $500 -- about

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Dow ekes out 8th straight day of advances

NEW YORK (AP) — The Dow 

Jones industrial average 
logged its longest winning 
streak in two years — bare¬ 
ly. A tiny gain gave the Dow 
its eighth straight increase 
Tuesday, long enough to 
match its longest series of 
gains since February 2011. 
The Dow rose 2.77 points, or 
0.02 percent, to 14,450.06, 
having wavered between 
small gains and losses for 
most of the day. 

The broader Standard & 
Poor's 500 ended down 
3.74 points, or 0.2 percent, 
at 1,552.48. The Nasdaq 
composite dropped 10.55 
points, or 0.32 percent, to 
3,242.32 

Stocks have surged this 
year as investors became 
encouraged by a recov¬ 
ery in the housing market 
and a pickup in hiring. 
Strong corporate earnings 
and continuing economic 
stimulus from the Federal 
Reserve are also support¬ 
ing demand for stocks. 

The Dow has gained 10.3 
percent so far in 2013, and 
last week it surpassed its 
previous all-time high of 
14,164.53. The S&P 500 has 
risen 8.9 percent this year 
and is less than 1 percent¬ 
age point away from its re¬ 
cord close of 1,565.15 set in 
October 2007. 

David Bianco, chief U.S. eq¬ 
uity strategist at Deutsche 
Bank, said the S&P 500 in¬ 
dex will likely maintain its 
momentum in the com¬ 
ing weeks and surpass its 


all-time high. Strong first- 
quarter corporate earnings 
reports could also push the 
market higher. 

“I wouldn't be surprised if 
the market has a typical 
five percent pullback in 
the summer,” said Bianco. 
“But I think we go higher 
before that happens.” 

The last significant down¬ 
turn for stocks started be¬ 
fore the Presidential elec¬ 
tions in November, when 
the Dow fell 8 percent be¬ 
tween Oct. 5 and Nov. 15 
on concern that a divided 
government wouldn't be 
able to reach a budget 
deal to stop the U.S. go¬ 
ing over the “fiscal cliff” 
of sweeping tax hikes and 
deep spending cuts. 

Stocks haven't had a cor¬ 
rection, typically defined 
as a decline of between 10 
and 20 percent, since No¬ 
vember 2011. That sell-off 
came after talks on cutting 
the U.S. deficit broke down 
in Washington. Merck was 
the biggest gainer in the 
Dow, advancing $1.38, or 
3.2 percent, to $45.04 after 
the drugmaker said a data 
safety monitoring board 
recommended that a 
study of its cholesterol drug

DAYTON, Ohio - By one 

measure, Reggie Jackson 
was the greatest failure in 
his sport, having struck out 
2,597 times in his 21-year 
career, more than any ath¬ 
lete who has ever played 
Major League Baseball. 
Despite these thousands of 
disappointments, Jackson 
is in baseball's Hall of Fame 
for his many accomplish- 
menfs, including 563 home 
runs and five World Series 
championships. 
Disappointmenfs, whether 
trivial or traumatic, are a 
part of life. Some people 
get so upset when things 
or people don’t live up to 
their expectations, while 
others simply take things 
in stride and move on. For 
some kids, a low score on a 
test is an incentive to study 
more. For others, it simply 
confirms their own self¬ 
doubts about their compe¬ 
tence and they give up. 
Helping kids deal with fail¬ 
ure and frustrations is criti¬ 
cal to their success and 
happiness. According to 
recent research in the Jan¬ 
uary publication of Child 
Trends, adolescents who 
have such resiliency have 
several characteristics in 
common. 

1. Caring adults. Parents, 
coaches, teachers and 
other adults are extremely 
important in the lives of ad¬ 
olescents. Kids who have 
kind and considerate peo¬ 
ple in their lives are much 
more likely to deal well 
with failure. These teens 
have the social support of 
people who care, and thus 
they tend not to overreact 
to disappointments. These 
adults also serve an impor¬ 
tant role of guiding teens in 
how to interpret unpleas¬ 
ant events and develop 
strategies to avoid prob¬ 
lems in the future. 

2. Good thinking skills. 


Teens who are resilient think 
differently about the world 
than kids who overreact to 
stress. They have the abil¬ 
ity to think about issues, 
consider options and take 
positive actions. One of my 
former clients got very de¬ 
pressed every weekend if 
her friends didn't invite her 
to do something. She never 
considered all of the other 
things she could do, such as 
reach out to other kids, vol¬ 
unteer at an animal shelter 
or pursue a hobby.□

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Mars rover shows planet could have supported life

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Drill¬ 
ing into a rock near its land¬ 
ing spot, the Curiosity rover 
has answered a key ques¬ 
tion about Mars: The red 
planet long ago harbored 
some of the ingredients 
needed for primitive life to 
thrive. 

Topping the list is evidence 
of water and basic ele¬ 
ments that teeny organ¬ 
isms could feed on, scien¬ 
tists said Tuesday. 

“We have found a habit¬ 
able environment that is 
so benign and supportive 
of life that probably if this 
water was around and you 
had been on the planet, 
you would have been able 
to drink it,” said chief scien¬ 
tist John Grotzinger of the 
California Institute of Tech¬ 
nology. 

The discovery comes sev¬ 
en months after Curiosity 
touched down in an an¬ 
cient crater. Last month, it 
flexed its robotic arm to drill 
into a fine-grained, veiny 
rock and then tested the 
powder in its onboard labs. 
Curiosity is the first space¬ 
craft sent to Mars that 


could collect a sample 
from deep inside a rock, 
and scientist said they hit 
pay dirt with that first rock. 
Mars today is a hostile, frig¬ 
id desert, constantly bom¬ 
barded by radiation. Pre¬ 
vious missions have found 
that the planet was more 


tropical billions of years 
ago. And now scientists 
have their first evidence of 
a habitable environment 
outside of Earth. 

This was an environment 
where microbes “could 
have lived in and maybe 
even prospered in,” Grotz¬ 
inger said. 

The car-size rover made 
a dramatic “seven-min- 
utes-of-terror” landing last 
August near the planet's 
equator. As high-tech as 
Curiosity is, it lacks the tools 
to detect actual microbes, 
living or extinct. It can only 
use its chemistry lab to ex¬ 
amine Martian rocks to 
determine the kind of en¬ 
vironment they might have 
lived in. 

The analysis revealed the 
rock that Curiosity bore 
into contained a chemical 
soup of sulfur, hydrogen, 
oxygen, nitrogen, phos¬ 
phorus and simple carbon 
— essential chemical in¬ 
gredients for life. Also pres¬ 
ent were clay and sulfate 


minerals, signs that the rock 
formed in a watery environ¬ 
ment. 

NASA rovers Opportunity 
and Spirit — before it fell 
silent — also uncovered 
evidence of a wet Martian 
past elsewhere on the plan¬ 
et, but scientists think the 
water would have been 
too acidic for microbes. 

The ancient water at Curi¬ 
osity’s pit stop — possibly a 
former lake bed — appears 
to be neutral and not too 
salty. It previously found a 
hint of the site’s watery past 
— an old streambed that 
the six-wheel rover crossed 
to get to the flat bedrock. 
Curiosity has yet to turn up 
evidence of complex car¬ 
bon compounds, funda¬ 
mental to all living things. 
Scientists said a priority is to 
search for a place where 
organics might be pre¬ 
served. 

The drilled rock isn’t far from 
Curiosity’s landing spot in 
Gale Crater: the rover is 
ultimately headed to a 
mountain in the crater’s 
middle. Images from space 
spied signs of clay layers at 
the base of the mountain 


OTTAWA (AP) — Ancient, 
mummified camel bones 
dug from the tundra con¬ 
firm that the animals now 
synonymous with the arid 
sands of Arabia actually 
developed in subfreezing 
forests in what is now Can¬ 
ada’s High Arctic, a scien¬ 
tist said Tuesday. 

About 3.5 million years ago, 
Strathcona Fiord on Elles¬ 
mere Island’s west-central 
coast would have looked 
more like a northern forest 
than an Arctic landscape, 
said paleobotanist Natalia 


— a good spot to hunt for 
the elusive organics. 

It has been slow going as 
engineers learn to handle 
the rover, which is far more 
tech-savvy than anything 
that has landed before on 
Earth's planetary neighbor. 
Over the years. Mars 
spacecraft in orbit and on 
the surface have beamed 
back a wealth of informa¬ 
tion about the planet’s ge¬ 
ology. Scientists have also 
been able to study rocks 
from Mars that have occa¬ 
sionally landed on Earth. 
The latest news comes dur¬ 
ing a lull in the two-year, 
$2.5 billion mission. Curiosity 
has been prevented from 
doing science experiments 
as engineers troubleshoot 
a computer problem. 
Scientists still plan to drive 
toward the mountain, but 
not until Curiosity drills into 
another rock at its current 
location. Since flight con¬ 
trollers on Earth will be out 
of touch with Mars space¬ 
craft for most of next month 
due to a planetary align¬ 
ment, the second drilling 
won’t get under way until 
May.Q 


Rybczynski of the Cana¬ 
dian Museum of Nature in 
Ottawa. 

“Larch-dominated, lots of 
wetlands, peat,” said Ry¬ 
bczynski, lead author of a 
study published Tuesday 
in the journal Nature Com¬ 
munications. Nearby fos¬ 
sil sites have yielded evi¬ 
dence of ancient bears, 
horses, deer, badgers and 
frogs. The average yearly 
temperature would have 
been about 0 Celsius (32 
Fahrenheit). 

The Arctic camel was 30 
percent larger than mod¬ 
ern camels, she said. Her 
best guess is it was one¬ 
humped. 

Although native camels 
are now only found in Af¬ 
rica and Asia, scientists 
have long believed the 
species actually devel¬ 
oped in North America 
and later died out. Camel 
remains have been previ¬ 
ously found in the Yukon. □

If he lived in England, he’d 
surely be Sir Bob Dylan. 

The most influential song¬ 
writer of his time has be¬ 
come the first rock star 
voted into the elite, centu¬ 
ry-old American Academy 
of Arts and Letters, where 
artists range from Philip 
Roth to Jasper Johns and 
categories include music, 
literature and visual arts. 
According to executive 
director Virginia Dajani, 
officials couldn’t decide 
whether he belonged for 
his words or for his music, so 
they settled on making him 
an honorary member, join¬ 
ing such previous choices 
as Meryl Streep, Woody Al¬ 
len and a filmmaker who 
has made a documentary 
about Dylan, Martin Scors¬ 
ese. 

“The board of directors 
considered the diversity 
of his work and acknowl¬ 
edged his iconic place 
in the American culture,” 
Dajani said recently. “Bob 


Dylan is a multi-talented 
artist whose work so thor¬ 
oughly crosses several dis¬ 
ciplines that it defies cat¬ 
egorization.” 

Dylan’s manager, Jeff 
Rosen, had no immediate 
comment on Dylan's reac¬ 
tion — Dylan did accept 
membership, a condition 
for the vote to go through 
— or whether he would at¬ 
tend the academy's April 
dinner or May induction 
ceremony. Dylan usually 
tours in the spring and is 
already booked for much 
of April for shows in the 
East and Midwest, none of 
them in the New York City 
area. 

“I would guess it's unlike¬ 
ly,” Dajani said of whether 
Dylan would show up for 
either occasion. 

On Tuesday, the academy 
announced three other 
honorary choices, all from 
overseas: Spanish archi¬ 
tect Rafael Moneo, South 
African writer Damon Gal- 
gut and Belgian artist Luc 
Tuymans. Voted into the 


academy's core member¬ 
ship were the novelist Ward 
Just, known for his stories 
set in Washington, D.C.; the 
influential minimalist artist 
Richard Tuttle and the ac¬ 
claimed painter and print- 
maker Terry Winters. 
Excluding honorary picks, 
the academy consists of 
250 artists, musicians and 
writers. Openings occur 
upon a member's death, 
with current inductees 
nominating and voting in 
new ones. Members have 
no real responsibilities be¬ 
yond agreeing to join, 
although some become 
active in the academy, 
which awards prizes worth 
as much as $200,000. 
Founded in 1898 and 
based in upper Manhat¬ 
tan, the academy once 
was designed to keep the 
likes of Dylan away, shun¬ 
ning everyone from jazz 
artists to modernist poets. 
Even now, the vast major¬ 
ity of the musicians come 
from the classical com¬ 
munity, with exceptions in¬ 


cluding Stephen Sondheim 
and Ornette Coleman. 
Dajani and other officials 
have said that the acad¬ 
emy is reluctant to vote in 
rock performers because 
they already have organi¬ 
zations, such as the Rock 
and Roll Hall of Fame, to 
honor them. 

He’s routinely mentioned 
as a Nobel candidate and 
for decades has been scru¬ 


tinized obsessively by aca¬ 
demics and popular critics. 
Dylan has had fans and 
even friends in the acad¬ 
emy, among them the 
late poet Allen Ginsberg. 
A Dylan admirer and 2012 
inductee, Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning novelist Michael 
Chabon, will give the key¬ 
note address at the May 
ceremony. The title will be 
“Rock ‘n’ RolL”a 


Sean Penn’s Haiti charity 
receives $8.75 million 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 

— An aid group run by Hol¬ 
lywood actor Sean Penn 
announced Tuesday it is 
receiving $8.75 million from 
the World Bank to help 
move Haitians off of a golf 
course where many have 
been living since the Janu¬ 
ary 2010 earthquake. 

A statement from a public 
relations firm for Penn said 
that the money will go for 
rent subsidies or for new 
housing units. 

Some 14,000 people still 
live at the Petionville Club 
in plywood shacks still living 
in the camp. Sixty thousand 
lived there at one point. 
The people are to be 
moved out by early 2014. 
Penn is an ambassador-at- 
large for Haiti. He uses the 
post to raise awareness 
about the nation still strug¬ 
gling to recover from the 
disaster. 

Penn’s J/P Haitian Relief 
Organization took respon¬ 
sibility for the impromptu 
settlement a couple of 
months after the quake.

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran is 
planning to sue Hollywood 
over the Oscar-winning 
“Argo" because of the 
movie's allegedly “unreal¬ 
istic portrayal” of the coun¬ 
try, Iranian media reported 
Tuesday. 

Several news outlets, in¬ 
cluding the pro-reform 
Shargh daily, said French 
lawyer Isabelle Coutant- 
Peyre is in Iran for talks 
with officials over how and 
where to file the lawsuit. 
She is also the lawyer for 
notorious Venezuelan-born 
terrorist Mich Ramirez San¬ 
chez, known as Carlos the 
Jackal. 

Following the 1979 at¬ 
tack on the U.S. Embassy 
in Tehran, 52 Americans 
were held hostage for 444 
days, but six embassy staff¬ 
ers were sheltered by the 
Canadian ambassador. 
Their escape, using a fake 
movie as a cover story, is 
recounted in “Argo." 


After its Oscar win in Feb¬ 
ruary, Iranian officials dis¬ 
missed “Argo" as pro-CIA, 
anti-Iran propaganda. 

The lawyer told the semi¬ 
official Mehr news agency 
that she will start a cam¬ 
paign to show that Argo is 
a lie, while pressing to stop 
distribution of the movie. 


“We will be able to block 
distributors of the movie, 
force them to apologize 
and challenge them to 
confess that the movie is 
nothing but a sheer lie,” 
the lawyer said. 

Though the movie isn't 
showing in any Iranian the¬ 
aters, many Iranians have 
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seen it on bootleg DVDs 
and it set off a spirited de¬ 
bate that exposed a gen¬ 
erational divide. Iranians 
who took part in the 1979 
Islamic Revolution picked 
apart the portrayals of Teh¬ 
ran at the time but those 
too young to recall the 
events were eager for a 
different view on what had 
happened. 

The decision on the lawsuit 
came after a group of Ira¬ 
nian cultural officials and 
movie critics screened the 
film in a closed audience in 
a Tehran theater late Mon¬ 
day. 

The gathering, titled “The 
Hoax of Hollywood,” dis¬ 
cussed various legal as¬ 
pects of filing a lawsuit, 
media reports said, without 
providing details. It remains 
unclear what specific 
charges Iran could raise 
and what court Tehran 
could turn to if the action 
goes ahead. 

Those at the meeting dis¬ 
missed “Argo” as a “viola¬ 
tion of international cul¬ 
tural norms.” A statement 
issued after the gathering 
said that “awarding an 
anti-Iran movie is a propa¬ 
ganda attack against our 
nation and entire human¬ 
ity.” 


The statement did not clar¬ 
ify how the movie was al¬ 
legedly unrealistic, but offi¬ 
cials have accused “Argo” 
of depicting Iranians as 
“too violent.” 

They have also said the 
movie's director did not re¬ 
fer to other documentaries 
on the embassy storming 
or discuss reasons for the 
crisis, which included sim¬ 
mering resentment against 
the United States for a CIA- 
aided counter-coup in 
1953 that toppled demo¬ 
cratically elected Prime 
Minister Mohammad Mos¬ 
sadegh and restored the 
pro-Western monarchy in 
Iran. 

This was not the first time 
Iran has claimed that Holly¬ 
wood has pushed a distort¬ 
ed picture of the country. 
In 2009, Iran demanded 
an apology from a team 
of visiting Hollywood ac¬ 
tors and movie industry of¬ 
ficials, including Annette 
Bening, saying films such as 
“300" and “The Wrestler” 
were “insulting” to Iranians. 
In 2007, the hit American 
movie “300" angered Ira¬ 
nians who said the Greeks- 
versus-Persians action flick 
insults their ancient culture 
and provokes animosity 
against Iran. □ 


Berry Gordy to be honored 
by Songwriters Hall gala 


NEW YORK (AP) — Berry 
Gordy will be honored at 
this year’s Songwriters Hall 
of Fame gala. 

The organization an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that the 
Motown founder will re¬ 
ceive the Pioneer Award 
at its 44th annual induction 
ceremony on June 13 at 
the Marriott Marquis Hotel 
in New York City. 

The award was established 
last year to honor people 
who have “been a major 
influence on generations 
of songwriters.” It was pre¬ 
sented posthumously to 
Woody Guthrie. 

As the head of Motown, 
Gordy helped establish 
careers and hits for Diana 
Ross and the Supremes, 
Stevie Wonder, The Temp¬ 
tations, and Michael Jack-

I cringed. But to my astonish¬ 
ment, the bureau chief correct¬ 
ed my tormentor. “No,” he said, 
“I’m talking about table salt.” 
That’s the kind of place Time 
was. One week, the Ayatollah 
Khomeini was the villain on the 
cover, the next week, Salt the 
Killer. One week, you worked 
on Gadhafi hit squads; the next, 
cats. (I got a byline on the cat 
cover for a penetrating interview 
with a cat psychologist named 
Fox who did Swedish massages 
on Burmese felines.) 

“Father Time,” Henry Luce, want¬ 
ed everything in his magazine to 
be either “epic” or “titillating trivi¬ 
alities.” Luce and his fellow Yalies 
started Time in 1923 with a breezy 
tone, snazzy adjectives and the 
promise to keep “busy men” in¬ 
formed, concisely. 

Headlines about Time Warner’s 
breakup with Time Inc. sent me 
into a reverie about my salad 
days in Time’s glory days. In “The 
American Century,” as Luce 
dubbed it, nabbing the cover 
of Time was the most coveted 
honor in our culture. Now the 
humbled magazine, bleeding ad 
revenue like the rest of print me¬ 
dia, is facing a future, as The New 
York Post’s Keith Kelly put it, “un¬ 
tethered from the Time Warner 
mother ship,” which prefers to fo¬ 
cus on its two better-performing 
children, TV and film. 

After my stint in Washington, 
Time moved me to the New York 
headquarters, with its “Mad Men” 
aura of whiskey, cigarettes, four- 
hour sodden lunches and illicit 
liaisons. (Partake of which, unfor¬ 
tunately, I did not.) The research¬ 
ers, a largely female staff, were 
referred to as “the vestal virgins.” 


Goes Bye 

To paraphrase Samuel Johnson, 
a woman’s writing about nation¬ 
al affairs was like a dog’s walking 
on its hind legs; that we could do 
it at all was seen by some older 
editors as surprising. 

On Friday nights, when the mag¬ 
azine was going to bed, there 
were sumptuous platters of roast 
beef rolled in, and bars in editors’ 
offices. 

Sometimes you’d go in a senior 
writer’s office as the drinking 
wore on and just see two feet 
sticking out from under the desk, 
like the scene in “The Wizard of 
Oz” when the house falls on the 
witch. 

It was a plummy time when a top 
editor could arrive in Paris and 
think nothing of sending a staffer 
from Paris to London to fetch a 
necktie he had left in his hotel 
room, or of sending a minion fly¬ 
ing off to fetch a box of his fa¬ 
vorite cigars, or of having articles 
about the Nicaraguan contras 
flown to his Martha’s Vineyard 
house so he could make sure the 
political tilt was right. 

Mere writers got to expense dial¬ 
a-cabs out to the Hamptons af¬ 
ter working late Fridays, at $150 
a pop; and people rarely shared, 
snaking out to Sag Harbor in a 
pampered convoy. 

Even then, it struck me that 
newsmagazines were doomed, 
with the strange bifurcation of 
reporters who were not allowed 
to write and writers who were not 
allowed to report. I reckoned the 
genre had a few years at most. 
When Time named the com¬ 
puter the Machine of the Year 
for 1982, we were still writing on 
typewriters. 

A Time cover does not mean the 
same thing in a world of pure me¬ 
dia entropy. Now, if something 
hits, it hits; if it doesn’t, there’s 
another thing coming along in a 
minute, somewhere else. 
Journalism, spooked by ru¬ 
mors of its own obsolescence, 
has stopped believing in itself. 
Groans of doom alternate with 
panicked happy talk. 

Before this sends yet another 
shudder through the media es¬ 
tablishment, remember this: It 
may be a funeral for the Henry 
Luce era, but it’s not a funeral for 
us. We can’t wear black crepe 
every time someone prefers to 
read on a tablet; we can’t be 
like the auto industry and the 
GOP, who got accustomed to 
waiting around for it to be 1965 
again. It will be good if this mo¬ 
ment provokes a reckoning 
about what really needs to be 
preserved in the culture, about 
what is valuable. 

Many content providers and 
managers - formerly known as 
reporters and editors - have 
stopped believing in their own 
value and necessity. But the 
gatekeepers in the content class 
have to understand the world in 
which we’re living and wield their 
judgment. 

Digital platforms are worthless 
without content. They’re shiny 
sacks with bells and whistles, but 
without content, they’re empty 
sacks. 

It is not about pixels versus print. It 
is not about how you’re reading. 
It is about what you’re reading.Q 
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A ‘New Normal In College Debt

We are reaching a crisis point in 
this country’s higher education 
system. 

As college tuitions rise and state 
and local funding for higher edu¬ 
cation falls - along with median 
household incomes - students 
are taking on staggering levels of 
debt. And many can’t find jobs 
that pay well enough to quickly 
pay off the debt. This has long¬ 
term implications for our society 
and our economy, as that debt 
begins to affect when and if 
young people start families or 
enter the housing market. 

The student debt crisis may be¬ 
come a dangerous “new nor¬ 
mal,” according to a report 
this week by the nonprofit State 
Higher Education Executive Of¬ 
ficers: 

“In the ‘new normal,’ retirement 
and health care costs simultane¬ 
ously drive up the cost of higher 
education, and compete with 
education for limited public re¬ 
sources. The ‘new normal’ no 
longer expects to see a recovery 
of state support for higher edu¬ 
cation such as occurred repeat¬ 
edly in the last half of the 20th 
century. The ‘new normal’ ex¬ 
pects students and their families 
to continue to make increasingly 
greater financial sacrifices in or¬ 
der to complete a postsecond¬ 


ary education. The ‘new normal’ 
expects schools and colleges to 
find ways of increasing produc¬ 
tivity and absorb ever-larger bud¬ 
get cuts, while increasing degree 
production without, we hope, 
compromising quality.” 

In constant dollars, state and lo¬ 
cal educational appropriations 
per full-time student reached 
their high in 2001, at $8,670. In 
2012, those appropriations fell by 
nearly one third, to just $5,896. 
The cost of tuition, on the other 
hand, has increased dramati¬ 
cally. According to a September 
report by CNN Money: “Over the 
past decade, average annual 
tuition for a year of community 
college has risen 40 percent to 
$3,122, according to the College 
Board, a nonprofit group that 
runs the SAT exam. At 4-year pub¬ 
lic universities, the cost has risen 
68 percent to $7,692 a year.” 
Meanwhile, a September census 
report shows, median household 
incomes fell by nearly 7 percent 
from 2001 to 201 l.And there are 
now more Americans living in 
poverty than at any time since 
record-keeping began more 
than half a century ago. 

This confluence of trends has led 
to higher borrowing by students. 
An analysis last month by Dong- 
hoon Lee, an economist at the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, found that “student debt is 
the only kind of household debt 
that continued to rise through the 
Great Recession” and is now the 
“second largest balance after 
mortgage debt.” 

According to Lee, student loan 
debt is fast approaching $1 tril¬ 
lion, up from less than $400 billion 
in 2004, and both the number 
of borrowers and the average 
balance per borrower have “in¬ 
creased by 70 percent between 
2004 and 2012 (7 percent per 
year).”A September Pew Re¬ 
search Center report found that 
“a record one-in-five households 
now owe student loan debt.” 
That report also found that stu¬ 


dent loan debt as a share of 
household income was 24 per¬ 
cent for families in the lowest in¬ 
come quintile. That was at least 
twice the share of any other quin¬ 
tile. 

As the report put it, “The relative 
burden of student loan debt is 
greatest for households in the 
bottom fifth of the income spec¬ 
trum, even though members of 
such households are less likely 
than those in other groups to at¬ 
tend college in the first place.” 
And many of those graduates 
can’t find work or are underem¬ 
ployed, and they struggle to pay 
back their own personal moun¬ 
tain of debt. 

A January report from the Cen¬ 
ter for College Affordability and 
Productivity found that “about 
48 percent of employed U.S. col¬ 
lege graduates are in jobs that 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
suggests requires less than a four- 
year college education.” That 
number included 37 percent in 
occupations requiring no more 
than a high school diploma. 

For example, the report pointed 
out that “in 1970, fewer than one 
percent of taxi drivers and two 
percent of firefighters had col¬ 
lege degrees, while now more 
than 15 percent do in both jobs.” 
And yet, this country needs a 
more knowledgeable workforce 
to be competitive. While the 
number of college graduates 
in America is increasing, that 
number is growing even faster 
in some other countries. And, as 
the Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Development 
noted in 2011, “The U.S. is the only 
country where attainment levels 
among those just entering the la¬ 
bor market (25- 34-year-olds) do 
not exceed those about to leave 
the labor market (55-64 year- 
olds).” 

Our national educational aspi¬ 
rations and the debt crisis that 
they’re creating are colliding. We 
are on an unsustainable track. 
This will not end well. □

Retirees

There seems to be a rule 
that if retirees move to a 
communal environment, it 
must consist only of other 
retirees. But some older 
adults are challenging 
that notion by choosing 
intergenerational cohous¬ 
ing, living side by side with 


people of all other ages, 
including singles, childless 
couples and families with 
children. Residents of co- 
housing make major deci¬ 
sions collectively, but these 
are not communes. Group 
meals and activities are op¬ 
tional, and members main¬ 
tain separate residences. 
“You have a choice be¬ 
tween privacy and com¬ 
munity,” said Charles Dur- 
rett, 57, an architect who 
has designed more than 50 
cohousing communities, 
including the one where 
he lives in Nevada City, 
Calif. The community has 
34 units, and out of around 
100 residents, about 20 are 
age 55 to 95, he said. 

Some communities that live 
by cohousing principles are 
for retirees only, and that is 
the best choice for some, 
Durrett said. Children can 
be quite raucous, he said, 
and sometimes people just 
want to spend their time 
in peace with like-minded 
friends and a nice glass of 
wine. 

But other retirees prefer 
the energy and variety of 
cohousing, he said. The 
arrangement has value 
for younger residents, too: 


Children learn to respect 
their elders and “every¬ 
body’s seeing all of life,” 
Durrett said. That includes 
“what the end game looks 
like,” he said. Several resi¬ 
dents of the Nevada City 
community have died at 
home, without going to a 
nursing home. 

Moving to cohousing is a 


way to avoid the isolation 
and depression that older 
people can face when 
they live alone, said Dur¬ 
rett. Cohousing residents 
are also more likely to 
check up on and care for 
their neighbors, he said. 


Meg Palley, 95, lives in a 
four-bedroom house in Ne¬ 
vada City that she shares 
with two care givers who 
receive reduced rent in 
return for services like driv¬ 
ing and shopping. She said 
she chose intergeneration¬ 
al cohousing because “it’s 


logical to have people of 
various ages together.” 

She would be lonelier if she 
were living with other older 
people, she said, and sus¬ 
pects she’d hear too many 
people “complaining 
about their complaints.” 

At Ecovillage at Ithaca, in 
upstate New York, residents 
range from a few months 


old to 80-plus. Ecovillage 
has two communities of 
about 30 units each, with 
one more community in 
development. Legally, the 
communities are co-ops, 
and as the name implies. 
Ecovillage emphasizes the 


environment by operating 
two organic farms and us¬ 
ing solar energy. Like most 
cohousing communities, 
it includes common areas 
where people can share 
meals, and it offers many 
group activities. 

Barbara Chasin, a retired 


sociologist, has lived at 
Ecovillage with her hus¬ 
band, Dick Franke, a 
retired anthropologist, 
since 2009. They live in a 
1,600-square-foot house 
with two bedrooms and a 
study for each of them. 
Chasin, 72, said she would 
find living in a retirement 
community alienating and 
prefers to be among peo¬ 
ple of all ages and physical 
conditions. She is a mem¬ 
ber of a committee on ag¬ 
ing at Ecovillage. 

“We want to find ways that 
people can remain here as 
they grow older and more 
infirm," she said. That could 
involve retrofitting homes 
and finding ways to notify 
people of medical emer¬ 
gencies, she said. 

The cost of cohousing var¬ 
ies greatly depending on 
the region, Durrett said. In 
general, it is similar to what 
a two-bedroom condo 
would cost, he said. Many 
people make a down pay¬ 
ment and pay a mortgage 
on their homes, he said. 
There are a few ways to 
join a cohousing commu¬ 
nity. One is to participate 
in the formation of one, in 
which case people can in¬ 
fluence how it is structured. 
But financing new con¬ 
struction can be hard, Re¬ 
becca Lane, executive 
director of the Cohousing 


Association of the United 
States, said in an email. 
“The failure rate is high 
for forming communities, 
though there is no data to 
describe this, as most failed 
forming groups disband 
and fade into the sunset,” 
she said. 


The best way to form a co- 
housing community “is to 
have a solid architect on 
board from the beginning, 
who knows the model and 
can assist in the entire pro¬ 
cess, including advising 
with financing," she said. 
Obviously, it is simpler to 
find an existing commu¬ 
nity, Lane said. Cohousing 
is definitely not for every¬ 
one. Some people realize 
that “it's a lot of work liv¬ 
ing with a group of people 
and making decisions to¬ 
gether,” and they aren’t 
willing to make that in¬ 
vestment, said Bill Hartzell, 
board president of the Co- 
housing Association of the 
United States. Conflict is in¬ 
evitable - most commonly 
it revolves around mon¬ 
ey, children and pets, he 
said. People may disagree 
about how pooled mon¬ 
ey should be spent, the 
disciplining of other peo¬ 
ple's children, or whether 
dogs should be able to 
run off-leash, for example. 
Residents may resolve dis¬ 
agreements among them¬ 
selves, or sometimes me¬ 
diators are brought in, he 
said. People do not need 
to be extroverts to thrive 
in cohousing. “One of my 
personalities is quite the 
hermit, but I also recognize 
that I can spiral too deep¬ 
ly into not being around 
people," said Dan Fallon, 
67, who formerly worked 
as a psychologist in Chica¬ 
go. He and his wife, Anna, 
bought their residence in 
a cohousing community 
called Manzanita Village 
in Prescott, Ariz., in 2003 
and rented it out until they 
moved there in 2011. 

Fallon said Manzanita Vil¬ 
lage was no retirement 
community. 

“It's pretty wicked noisy 
around here sometimes 
with the kids that are run¬ 
ning around,” he said. 

But Fallon said he preferred 
living among a range of 
generations. He said some 
of the older residents had 
recently helped some of 
fhe children build a fort in 
a ravine. 

With cohousing, he said, 
it's comforting that “there 
are structured opportuni¬ 
ties to get together and 
share what’s going on in 
your life.”Q
